Freeman. King Heury the $ was in all points a Romarj Catho- 
lick, except in that of the Supremacy, which he of all our En- 
gliſh Kiogs firſt tooke upon him: he was a Prince ſo tyrannicall 
and cruell, that Sir Falter Raleigh in bis Preface to the Hiſtory of 
the world, writeth , if all the Acts , and blondy deeds of Ty- 
rants in former ages were not recorded, but quite forgot, his one- 
ly life would afford a true and moſt genuine Character of an impi- 
ous and inhamane Tyrant : And tis true what you ſaid that he firſt 
violently tooke away the livings of-the Church ; buthe proces- 
ded in his Rapine and Sacriledge by degrees : For fiilt , e Lun 
- Regni 21.he ſeafed onYorke Houſe anciently belonging tothe Arch 
Biſhops.of Yorke, by the attaioder of (ardinal Wolſey in x premu- 
ire , and compelled the (ardinel before a Judge of Records to 
acknoledge the ſame ( being then moſt ſumptuouſly by him byilt 
and fore ) to be the [Kings right ; and-thereupon the King 
cbangedthe name, and called it White-Hall, In the 22, yeare of 
his Raigne he tooke the Hoſpitall of Saint Zemes into his hands, 
together with all the Medowes, and Paſtures thereunto belonging, 
as commodious for his heuſe of White-Hall, made a parke there- 
of, built afaire Pallace, and incloſed all within a brick wall. In 
the 24. of bis Raigne he ſuppreflcd the Priory of Chriſt-Charch in 
Londor, {ent the Canons to other Pciories, and gave their Church, 
Plate, and other jewels to Sir 7 Axlcy.In the 26.year he ſuppreſſed 
and (caſed the houſes of the obſervant Fryers at Greenwich, Can- 
_ terbury, Richmond, Newark, and Newcaſtle ; and finding the 
ſweet theregf, he ſuppreſled other petty Religious Houſes : All 
which-he did as he. was bead of the Churclr, by the vertue of his * \ 
zopremecy, withont conſent of the Parliament. Afterwards in 
 heyeares of his Raigne, 27. 29. and 30. helapprefles by Parlia- 
Lentary conſent greater Abbies, Monalterics, and Priories, oo 
other. 
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"Gther Religions Houſes ,' yet-ſnch-as+were: nhder-260. in yearely* 
Revenewes, 'them' the King erefted a Court of Augmentation: - 
for/the receipt of his Revenues, comming-in upon the ſaid 
{appreſlions. - The Rhoodes of 'Grace ;-and; of Saint: Afargarer 
by Tower ſtreet _— aned-and » defaced-;, Allo. thoſe: 
places of devotion at Wallingam', and Ipſwiteh; Lewes; and Bat-- 
taile Abbies in Suſl. x, Martin Abby inSurrey , Stratford' Abby'in 
Efl:x. St. Aug» ſtines with Thowas Beckgrs (hrine-in Canterbury; 
St. Thomas ds Acres in London,the Black Fryara,' the White Fry- 
ats, the Charter houſe Monkes, and'a multitude of other houſes in 
divers--parts of the-Realme- , whereof divers exceeded200% in 
yearely Revenues, contrary to ſthe meaning of the Parliament, 
though in the ,21 yeare of his'Raigne, the Parliament gave to the 
King all the greateſt Menaſteries; Priories, and Abbies in.Eogland 
and/Wales, as Weſtminſter, Glaſtenbury,$t.
